PROCLAMATION. 


Extract  from  Chapter  XXV.,  Statutes  of  Canada, 
18(59:  “An  Act  respecting  certain  Offences 

RELATIVE  TO  Her  MAJESTY’S  ARMY  AND  NAVY.” 

HER  MAJESTY,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of 
Canada,  enacts  as  follows 

Whosoever  not  being  an  enlisted  soldier  in  Her 
Majesty’s  service,  or  a seaman  in  Her  Majesty’s  Naval 
Service,  by  word  or  with  money,  or  by  any  other 
means  whatever,  directly  or  indirectly  persuades  or 
procures,  or  goes  about  or  endeavours  to  persuade, 
prevail  on  or  procure  any  such  soldier  or  seaman  to 
desert,  or  leave  Her  Majesty’s  Military  or  Naval  Ser- 
vice, or  conceals,  receives  or  assists  any  deserter  from 
Her  Majesty’s  Military  or  Naval  Service,  knowing  him 
to  be  such  deserter,  may  be  convicted  thereof  in  a 
summary  manner  before  any  two  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
or  before  the  Mayor  of  any  City  and  any  one  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  or  before  any  Recorder,  Judge  of  the 
Sessions  of  the  Peace  or  Police  Magistrate,  on  the 
evidence  of  one  or  more  credible  witness  or  witnesses, 
and  shall  then  be  liable  to  a penalty  not  less  than 
eighty  dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Court  before  which  the  con- 
viction takes  place,  witli  costs,  and  in  default  of  pay- 
ment may  be  committed  to  gaol  for  any  period  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  until  such  penalty  is  paid. 

Whosoever  buys,  exchanges  or  detains,  or  otherwise 
receives  from  any  soldier  or  deserter,  any  arms, 
clothing  or  furniture  belonging  to  Her  Majesty,  or  any 
such  article  belonging  to  any  soldier  or  deserter  as  are 
generally  deemed  regimental  necessaries,  according  to 
the  custom  of  the  Army,  or  causes  the  colour  of  such 
clothing  or  articles  to  be  changed,  or  exchanges,  buys 
or  receives  from  any  soldier  any  provisions,  without 
leave  in  writing  from  the  Officer  commanding  the 
regiment  or  detachment  to  which  such  soldier  belongs, 
may  be  convicted  thereof  in  the  manner  mentioned  in 
the  next  preceding  section,  and  shall  then  be  liable  to 
a penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars,  nor  more 
than  forty  dollars  and  costs,  and  in  default  of  pay- 
ment be  committed  to  gaol  for  a period  not  exceeding 
nine  months,  or  until  such  penalty  is  paid. 

One-half  the  amount  of  any  penalty  imposed  under 
any  of  the  preceding  sections  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
prosecutor  or  person  by  whose  means  the  offender  has 
been  convicted,  and  the  other  moiety  shall  belong  to 
the  Crown. 


Any  person  reasonably  suspected  of  being  a deserter 
from  Her  Majesty’s  Service,  may  bo  apprehended  and 
brought  for  examination  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  and  if  it  appears  that  he  is  a deserter,  he  shall 
be  confined  in  gaol  until  claimed  by  the  military  or 
naval  authorities,  or  proceeded  against  according  to 
law. 

No  person  shall  break  open  any  building  to  search 
for  a deserter  unless  lie  has  obtained  a warrant  for  that 
purpose  from  a Justice  of  the  Peace,  such  warrant  to 
be  founded  on  affidavit  that  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  the  deserter  is  concealed  in  such  building,  and 
that  admittance  has  been  demanded  and  refused  ; and 
any  person  resisting  the  execution  of  any  such  warrant 
shall  thereby  incur  a penalty  of  eighty  dollars,  recover- 
able on  summary  conviction  in  like  manner  as  any 
other  penalties  under  this  Act. 

Any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  upon  information  on  oath 
or  affirmation,  may  issue  a warrant  for  the  apprehen- 
sion of  any  person  charged  with  an  offence  against 
this  Act,  as  in  the  case  of  other  offences  against  the 
law. 

REW  ARDS. 

A reward,  without  any  deduction  whatever,  of  £2 
sterling  will  be  paid  to  any  person  who  shall  apprehend 
and  place  in  safe  custody  any  deserter  from  Her 
Majesty’s  Army,  provided  he  acted  of  his  own  know- 
ledge, and  not  on  information  laid  by  another  person. 

To  the  person  giving  such  information  as  shall  lead 
to  the  arrest  of  a deserter  from  Her  Majesty’s  Army, 
a reward  of  £1  sterling  will  be  paid,  and  to  the  person 
who  effects  the  arrest  of  such  deserter  the  reward  shall 
be  £1,  without  any  deductions  whatever  in  either  case. 

The  name  of  any  person  giving  information  about 
deserters  will  not  be  divulged. 

Immediately  a deserter  is  captured  information 
should  be  sent  to  the  D.  A.  A.  General,  Headquarters, 
Halifax.

TTTE,  THE  UNDERSIGNED,  Edmund  James 
W Palmer,  lumberman;  James  S.  Gibson,  steve- 
dore; John  W.  Coburn,  railway  conductor;  and  Wil- 
liam H.  Higgins,  logger  ; Lewis  G.  Hdl,  accountant ; 
Edward  Calder,  mill-hand ; and  Harry  A.  Howell, 
clerk,  all  of  Chemainus,  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  do  hereby  declare  as  follows  : — 

1.  We  desire  to  be  incorporated  under  the  “ Benev- 
olent Societies’  Act,”  as  a Society  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  and  carrying  on,  at  Chemainus  aforesaid, 
an  hospital  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  maimed, 
possessing  all  modern  appliances  necessary  for  the 
effective  treatment  of  accidents  and  diseases,  and  for 
the  comfort  of  the  inmates,  and  to  provide  bv  means 
of  contributions,  subscriptions,  fees,  donations,  and 
otherwise,  a fund  or  funds  for  the  erection  and  mainte- 
nance of  such  hospital. 

2.  That  the  name  of  such  Society  shall  be  “ The 
Chemainus  General  Hospital.” 

3.  That  the  first  trustees  of  the  said  Society  shall 
be  seven  (7)  in  number,  and  shall  for  all  purposes  be 
deemed  to  be  representative  of  all  persons  who  have 
subscribed  to  the  fund  for  the  erection  and  establish- 
ment of  the  hospital,  and  such  first  trustees  shall  be 
Edmund  James  Palmer,  James  S.  Gibson,  William  H. 
Higgins,  Lewis  G.  Hill,  Edward  Calder,  Harry  A. 
Howell,  and  John  W.  Coburn,  and  of  such  trustees 
four  (4)  shall  form  a quorum. 

4.  That  the  members  of  the  said  Society  shall  be 
deemed  ‘o  be  all  persons  who  shall  have  paid,  or  shall 
hereafter  pay,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  towards 
either  the  erection,  completion  or  support  of  the  said 
hospital,  and  who  shall  thereby  become  life  members. 

5.  That  within  six  (6)  months  from  the  incorporation 
of  the  Society  the  said  first  Directors  shall  call  a meet- 
ing of  all  the  then  members  of  the  Society  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  a Board  of  Trustees,  in  whom  shall  be 
vested  the  government  and  management  of  the  said 
Society  and  Hospital,  and  the  disposition  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Society,  and  also  for  the  election  of  a 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  shall 
be  deemed  necessary,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Such  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  nine  (9)  in  number, 
seven  (7)  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  Society  from 
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its  members,  and  two  (2)  appointed  annually  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council ; five  (5)  of  such  Trus- 
tees shall  form  a quorum  for  the  doing  of  any  act  or 
transacting  any  business  which  may,  under  the  pro- 
visions hereof,  or  by  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of 
the  Society,  be  done  or  transacted.

10.  That  at  the  fourth  and  every  subsequent  annual 
general  meeting  such  members  as  were  left  in  office  at 
the  then  next  preceding  annual  general  meeting  shall 
retire  and  a like  number  of  Trustees  be  elected  from 
the  members  to  fill  their  places.

pital and  property  of  the  Society ; for  regulating  then- 
own  times  and  modes  of  meetings  and  of  transacting 
business;  for  determining  the  qualifications  and  dis-

Excerpt  prom  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act,— -shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published.

Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  applicants 
or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz. : — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
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the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 
endorsed  “ Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  first  and  last  insertion  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House.

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 
authorised  work  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  proposed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at  j 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill.

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  have  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sunt  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  : — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received 
by  the  House  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  tin*  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  be  reported  back  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.
